The figure* of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 28th October, 1950 relate to 192 
town* with an estimated population of 24,962 thousands. The 
total number of towns Is 233 and their population is 28,421 
thousands. Thus 82% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 88% of the total population is ooverod in tins statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded in those towns 
were 20,821 and 10,101 representing birth and doath rates of 
43 '4 and 21*0 per thousand of population respectively. 

(-4) States {Parts A do C ). — The data here relate to 168 
towns with an estimated population of 22,314 thousands. 
Information about Assam and Bihar oould not be inclu- 
ded. The total number of towns is 201 and their popula- 
tion is 24,608 thousands. Thus 84% of the total number 
of towns representing 90% of the total population is oovered.
